Genetic material 
from boy in bubble 
helps researchers |

BOSTON — Genetic material 
from a boy who died after spending 
his entire life in a protective bubble 
has helped scientists find the gene 
that caused his rare disease, which 
robs the body of all defenses. 

Researchers estimate that this 
gene accounts for about half of all 
cases of severe combined immune 
deficiency disease, or SCID; which 
occurs in about one in every 
100,000 births. 

The discovery is the latest in a 
rapid series of breakthroughs into 
the genetic underpinnings of ill- 
nesses. Scientists in recent weeks 
have reported pinpointing the 
genes that cause such diverse ail- 
ments as Huntington’s disease and 
attention deficit disorder. 

Experts believe many common 
disorders, such as heart disease 
and cancer, result from a complex 
interplay between several inherited 
genes and outside influences, such 
as diet and other exposures. 

However, other, usually much 
rarer, disorders apparently stem 
froma single miscue in just one 
gene. This was the case in X-linked 
SCID, a form of the immune defi- 
ciency that is passed from mothers 
to sons. Researchers from the 
National Heart, Lung and Blood 
Institute in Bethesda, Md., report- 
ed their discovery in the latest 
issue of the journal Cell, published 
in Cambridge, Mass. 

The scientists based their work

three SCID patients. One of them 
was David, the best-known victim 
of the disease. 


The youngster, whose last name 


was never revealed, lived in plastic 
bubbles to protect him from germs. 
Like other victims, his body lacked 
key disease- fighting blood cells 


professors. 


called T cells, and he was defense- 
less against common microbes. 

The only cure for SCID is a bone 
marrow transplant, which can fur- 
nish the body with normal blood. . 
David died in Houston in 1984 at 
age 12 of blood cancer resulting 
from a virus-he caught when he 
received marrow from his sister. 

Like the other recent genetic dis- 
coveries, this one offers no immedi- 
ate prospect of curing the underly- 
ing disease. “The key is we are now 
pointed in the clear direction of 
how to achieve that,” said Dr. 
Warren Leonard, senior author of 
the report. 

In this case, it may be possible to 
someday cure SCID with gene ther- 
apy. The strategy would be to 
remove blood-forming tissue called 
stem cells, insert good copies of the 
defective gene and then put them 
back into the victims’ bodies. 
Experiments with such: techniques 
are in early stages... 

“Beyond this disease, it brings up 
the possibility of changing the reg- 
ulation of the immune system once 
you understand how it works,” said 
Dr. Jennifer Puck of Philadelphia’s 
Children’s Hospital. 

Puck, who said her group also 
recently located the gene, said the 
discovery may someday enable doc- 
tors to boost people’s T cells in dis- 
eases such as AIDS, where levels 
are too low. 

The latest work reveals the cause 
of X-linked SCID — a defect in the . 
interleukin-2 receptor. Interleukin- 
2 is a hormone that serves as an 
important regulator of disease- 
fighting blood cells. Cells that 
respond to the hormone take it in 
through a spot called the inter- . 
leukin-2 receptor. In X-linked 
SCID, this receptor is constructed 
wrong.

Budget reveals lower deficit reduction 


WASHINGTON — President Clinton unveiled his $1.52 trillion budget 
on Thursday, a blueprint for 1994 that boosts taxes on the rich and 
slashes military spending to break the government’s deficit-spending 
habit. 

The budget, thick as a fist, fleshes out the skeleton plan that the new 
president released in February. The biggest change is that the amount of 
deficit reduction — $447 billion in five years — is slightly lower than 
what Clinton initially announced. 

Clinton’s budget projects spending $1.52 trillion for the fiscal year that 
begins Oct. 1. That increase — 3.2 percent over current spending — 
essentially keeps pace with inflation. 

Before he left office, President Bush put forward a document assuming 
the same amount of spending for next year. ; 


Thousands ill from Milwaukee water 


MILWAUKEE — People picked stores clean of bottled water, schools 
covered drinking fountains and restaurants boiled large pots of water for 
washing food Thursday after thousands got sick, possibly from municipal 
water. ‘ 

Health officials said a parasite could be to blame for the flulike illness. 

Mayor John O. Norquist recommended that residents of the Milwaukee 
area boil drinking water until the source of the problem is determined. 
Some 800,000 people depend on the water system, which is drawn from 
Lake Michigan. 

The symptoms, including fever, vomiting and diarrhea, aren’t a serious 
risk for healthy people, but the illness poses a significant threat to people 
with immune systems weakened by AIDS and other illnesses, health offi- 
cials said. 

Dr. Thomas Schlenker, medical director of the city’s health department, 
said so far tests on 23 patients who drank tap water showed they had 
Cryptosporidium, a microscopic parasite that produces flulike symptoms. 


Voice of civil rights movement dies 


PORTLAND, Ore. — She began singing to help support her family. 
Years later, she became the voice and symbol of the nation’s fledgling 
civil rights movement. On Thursday, Marian Anderson died at age 96. 

She was the first black artist to entertain at the White House and the 
first black to sing a major role with the Metropolitan Opera in New 
York. 

As her career wound down, she regretted all doors had not been opened 
to her. “If I only could give what I had to offer then. But they wouldn’t 
accept it, or me,” she said. “Other Negroes will have the career I 
dreamed of.” 

The Lincoln Memorial concert, which epitomized her struggle against 
racial discrimination, came about when the Daughters of the American 
Revolution refused to rent her a hall in Washington. 

Eleanor Roosevelt thought Miss Anderson was a victim of discrimina- 
tion, resigned from the group and arranged for her to sing at the shrine. 

Anderson rarely spoke about prejudice but in a 1960 interview she said: 
“Sometimes it’s like a hair across your cheek. You can’t see it. You can’t 
find it with your fingers but you keep brushing at it because the feel of it 
is irritating.”

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Poor work discipline blamed © 
for Russian nuclear accident |

MOSCOW — Hundreds of disas- 
ter workers cleared snow and built 
dams in the Siberian wilderness 
Thursday in an effort to clean up 
the radiation from Russia’s worst 
nuclear accident since Chernobyl. 

Commonwealth Television 
showed heavy damage at the 
nuclear weapons complex in the 
secret city of Tomsk-7, where an 
underground tank containing a poi- 
sonous mix of liquid nuclear waste 
exploded and burned on Tuesday. 

The roof and several walls of the 
complex’s plutonium processing 
facility were destroyed in the blast, 
which spewed a radioactive cloud 
into the atmosphere. 

The Russian, Air Defense 
Command said the wind was blow- 
ing the radioactive cloud northeast 
from Tomsk-7 at a height of 1.2 
miles and a speed of 22 mph, 
according to the television. There 
were conflicting reports about the 
extent of the contamination and 
the cloud. . 

Although no evacuations were 
ordered and officials said the conta- 
minated areas were unpopulated, 
the Russian government called it 
the worst nuclear accident since 
the April 1986 explosion and fire at 
the Chernobyl atomic power plant 
in Ukraine. 

That accident rated a 7 on the 
International Atomic Energy 
Association’s seven-point scale, 
while the Tomsk-7 accident rated a 


At the complex, workers in masks 
measured radiation in the area, 
while more than 500 firefighters 
and civil defense troops cleared 
away contaminated snow and dirt. 
They also built dams to prevent 
melting snow from spreading the 
contamination. 

A military Mi-8 helicopter flew 
over the largely uninhabited area 
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of dense forest, taking measure- 
ments as part of a continuous radi- 
ation monitoring program. 

Vladimir Alexandrov, a shift 
supervisor at the Tomsk-7 plutoni- 
um processing plant, told the 
ITAR-Tass news agency that one 
main reason for the accident was 
poor work discipline. 

He said nuclear industry workers 
take little responsibility for their 
actions because pay is low and lit- 
tle heed is paid to poor working 
conditions. 

The environmental group 
Greenpeace said several villages 
were at risk from fallout, and 
called for immediate shutdown of 
the plant. 

But Marina Ryklina, a spokes- 
woman for the government’s State 
Emergency Committee, said the 
radiation level in Georgiyevka, a 
village of 20 people about 14 miles 
from Tomsk-7, was 0.035 roentgens 
an-hour, and did not warrant evac- 
uation. 

The initial radiation from 
Chernobyl was about 200 roent- 
gens an hour. Ryklina said back- 
ground radiation levels in the 
Moscow area, where at least two 
experimental nuclear facilities 
exist, are often as high as 20 roent- 
gens an hour. 

A roentgen is a measure of the 
human body’s exposure to radia- 
tion. The radiation dose considered 
acceptable for nuclear workers is 2 
roentgens per year. 

Ryklina said the highest dose of 
radiation received by 35 firefight- 
ers who were checked at. the site 
was .6 roentgens an hour. 

Still, Alexei Yablokov, environ- 
mental adviser to President Boris 
Yeltsin, said he feared the readings 


may be higher than the official fig- 
ures. 

Yablokov told ITAR-Tass he will 
ask Yeltsin to order a safety exami- 
nation of “all facilities with poten- 
tial danger of radioactive leakage 
... including the military.”

TV, radio, phone to merge in future technology ‘;

Everybody knows how a radio, 
phone and television works, but in 
the near future these three medi- 


-ums will combine to offer viewers . 


the ability to select any item from 


an encyclopedic menu and have it . 


routed directly to the television set 
or computer screen in the home. 

Several major cable operators and 
telephone companies are competing 
and collaborating to bring the 
merger of video, telephones and 
computers quickly, according to a 
recent issue of Time magazine. 

The April 12 edition of Time said 
the new technology will combine 
the switching and routing capabili- 


ties of phones with the video and { 


information offerings of the. most 
advanced cable systems and data 
banks. 

Computers will house an array of 
disks called file servers. The file 


servers can hold hundreds of | 


movies, a week’s worth of TV pro- 


gramming and a library of informa- , 


tion. 


This means that by using a phone | 


or computer, the viewer can decide 
when and what show, movie or 
broadcast to watch, instead of rely- 
ing on the times designated by the 
networks. 

Another advancement in TV will 
be introduced next year by Tele- 
Communications, Inc., (TCI) with 
the marketing of a new cable 
decoder that can deliver as many 
as 540 channels. 

The brave new world of video 
phones and computer-activated 
TVs that futurists have been pre- 
dicting for decades is not years 
away and Utah’s contemporary 
step leads to another change in a 
typical communication medium — 
the stereo. 

New technology is finding its way 
through the cable connection and 
can be heard with the aid of fiber 
optics in households across the city. 
Digital Music Express (DMX) pro- 
vides 30 channels of uninterrupted 
digital-quality music that sounds 
the same as it would coming out of 
a compact-disc player. 

DMX was created by 
International Cablecasting 
Technologies Inc., a company 
formed by executives from the 
music, cable and consumer elec- 
tronics industries located in Los 
Angeles, Calif. The company want- 
ed to create a brand new concept in 
music listening equal to the quality 
of a compact disc — the fastest 
growing product in consumer elec- 
tronic’s history. 

The music runs 24 hours a day, 
with no disc jockeys, commercials, 
public announcements or other 
interruptions. The designers of 
DMX have been able to provide a 
variety of music ranging from hip- 
hop “Reggae” to classical “Chamber 
Music” to the popular “Alternative 
Rock.” 

“This is such an exciting service

Young stars struggle at Masters 
as Nicklaus grabs share of lead

AUGUSTA, Ga. — There is 
something just a little bit eerie 
about Augusta National. 

Lee Janzen, a fresh-faced young- 
ster who was one of five golfers 
sharing the first-round lead at the 
Masters, spoke of it Thursday: 

“There are ghosts out there,” he 
said. “They can be intimidating.” 

‘And they're even more intimidat- 
ing when they come out of the past 
and, for at least one brilliant spring 
day, assume major roles in golf's 
most treasured tournament. 

There was 58-year-old Jack 
Nicklaus, the greatest of them all, 
finding the spur he needed in a 
gentle jibe from a spectator, and 


_ going on to a 67 that tied for the 


first-round lead with Janzen, Larry 
Mize, Corey Pavin and Tom 
Lehman. 

There was 50-year-old Ray Floyd, 
a former Masters winner anda 
runner-up last year, just one stroke 
back at 68. 

There was 63-year-cld Arnold 
Palmer, still called “The King” by 
his peers, running off an opening 
string of three consecutive birdies 
and renewing an old rivalry. 

There was 43-year-old Tom Kite, 
the U.S. Open champion, who 
refused to yield to a painful back 
injury and managed a 73. 

“Tf it went out, it went out,” he 


said, “but I wasn’t going to back 


down.” 
And there was Tom Watson, also 


‘43, who took three straight one- 


stroke penalties for an 8 on the 
13th hole, then finished with five 
birdies to salvage a remarkable 71. 

Some of the game’s more current 
stars were not so fortunate. 

Defending champion Fred 
Couples said he “got away with a 
bunch of bad shots” in a round of 
72. PGA title-holder Nick Price also 
was at par for the day. 

Greg Norman could do no better 
than a 74, but British Open champ 
Nick Faldo of England checked in 
with a 71. 

But the name that excited every- 
one was Nicklaus, the oldest man 


. ever to lead this tournament at any 


stage. 

It was a question from a spectator 
that spurred Nicklaus.”Have you 
seen what Arnold’s doing?” some- 
one asked as he walked to the first 


tee. 

Nicklaus looked up and saw that 
his old friend and golfing foe had 
opened with a birdie-birdie- 
birdie.”We’re still competitive,” he 
said. “I didn’t want to let Arnold 
get ahead of me.” 

He didn’t let anyone get ahead of 
~him. “Surprised? Let’s just say I’m 


very pleased,” he said, adding: “I . 


don’t want to be too surprised. I 
have to play again tomorrow.” 

Someone asked if he thought. he 
could win, Nicklaus said: “If I 
didn’t, ’'d excuse myself and go 
home. 

“T found a little something on the 
practice tee yesterday,” he said. “It 
just kind of fell into place. I could 
control the ball again. I controlled 
it better today than I have in a long 
time.” 

Still, a few got away. 

One was on the par-3 6th, where 
a 5-iron missed the green, and a 
chip into the bank failed to reach 
the putting surface. 

Nicklaus saved par with a 15-foot 
putt. “One of two shots that kept 
the round going,” he said. The 
other was a 10-foot, par-saving sec- 
ond putt on the 10th.

Bosnia wins 
in ruling of 
World Court

THE HAGUE, Netherlands — 
Bosnia’s embattled Muslim govern- 
ment’ won a moral victory 
Thursday when the World Court 
ordered Yugoslavia to stop acts of 
genocide. 

But the 14 judges did not deal 
with Bosnia’s request for an 
exemption from the U.N. weapons 
embargo against the former 
Yugoslav states. 

While the emergency measures 
can sway world opinion, the court 
has no enforcement powers. Its rul- 
ings can be enforced by the U.N. 
Security Council, although none 
ever have. 

Bosnia’s chief counsel, Francis 
Boyle, said the Muslim-led govern- 
ment would use the ruling to exert 
pressure on the Security Council to 
tighten sanctions against Serbia.

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Work experience a big factor 
in job hunting, experts say

If some of the major corporations 
in Utah Valley are any indication 
of what employers look for in appli- 
cants, the most sought after quality 
is “real-world” work experience. 

Jolene Day, human resource 
assistant at Dynix, Inc., and a BYU 
graduate, said the importance of 
experience cannot be overempha- 
sized when it comes to applying for 
employment. 

“Whether it’s an internship (in 
your field), whether it’s working 
while you go to school ... (we) look 
for those experiences,” Day said.

Lynn Payne, a BYU graduate in 
organizational behavior who works 
as an intern at Nature’s Sunshine, 
said, “We don’t ask for the GPA of 
students and a lot of times stu- 
dents get so caught up in trying to 
get a (high) GPA that they forget to 
get some experience. Employers 
want to know what a student can 
do for a company and the best pre- 
dictor of future behavior is past 
behavior.” 

Being able to communicate suc- 
cessfully is'also important for 
securing a job. Mike Judson, public 
relations director for Folio 
Corporation, said excellent oral 
and written communications skills 
are a must for all graduates. 

These skills also help impress 
employers during job interviews. 
Jacqui Carlson, manager of staffing 


at Novell, said students need to - 


show and explain why they want to 
work for the company during. the 


interview. Communications skills 
make this task easier. 

“(You should) know the company 
and products. Why do you want to 
be here? If you don’t know what we 
do, why would we want you? An 
interview is going to be a testing 
process for who you are and where 
you want to go with your life,” she 
said. 

Carlson went on to say, “When I 
ask in every interview ~Why 
Novell?’ ’m expecting an answer 
that directly relates to my products 
or my company ... some college stu- 
dents say, “I saw you were looking 
for computer science majors so I 
signed up (for an interview).’ I can’t 
tell you how many times I’ve gotten 
that response to the question and 
that’s the wrong response.” 

Dallen Miner, human resource 
manager at WordPerfect 
Corporation, said students need to 
be accurate and not misrepresent 
anything on their resumes. 


Police have
